All  Huntingdonshire  Sanitary  Districts 
contribute  to  the  maintenance  of  this  hospital  through  their 
rates. 

General  Hospital  Service. —  1  hese  are  provided  by  the  County 
Hospital,  Huntingdon,  and  Addenbrooke’s  Hospital,  Cambridge 
— both  Voluntary  Hospitals. 

Maternity  Cases.  Where  home  conditions  are  unsuitable, 
these  may  be  admitted  for  confinement  to  Huntingdon  Institu¬ 
tion  or  the  Emergency  Maternity  Hospital,  Paxton  Park,  both 
administered  by  the  Huntingdon  County  Council. 

V  here  hospital  treatment  is  necessary  or  desirable,  maternity 
cases  can  be  received  in  the  County  Hospital,  Huntingdon  or 
the  Emergency  Maternity  Hospital,  Paxton  Park.

The  case  of  Typhoid  Fever  occurred  in  a  male  adult,  a  resident  of 
Kimbolton,  who  it  appears  was  infected  while  on  holiday  outside  the 
district.  The  source  of  infection  was  not  traced  and  no  further  cases 
occurred. 

The  death  from  Typhoid  Fever  recorded  in  the  list  of  “  Causes  of 
Death  ”  was  of  an  Infant  of  3  months  old  and  took  place  in  No.  6 
Polish  General  Hospital,  Diddington — this  case  was  not  notified  to 

the  M.O.H. 

There  were  more  cases  of  Measles  (75)  than  last  year  (38),  but  this 
can  be  put  down  to  the  usual  biennial  increase  in  incidence. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

From  figures  available,  approximately  56%  of  the  child  population 
(0—15  years)  of  the  district  have  received  a  full  course  of  primary 
injections  against  diphtheria.  These  figures  do  not  include  immunisa¬ 
tions  carried  out  by  General  Practitioners  privately. 

Diphtheria  is  essentially  a  school-spread  disease — infected  pupils 
passing  the  complaint  to  their  fellows  and  to  other  members  of  their 
families  of  whom  the  pre-school  children  (0 — 5  years)  are  in  greatest 
danger.  Few  deaths  occur  among  the  immunised.  When  deaths  do 
occur,  a  very  large  proportion  are  in  cases  who  have  not  been  ade¬ 
quately  protected.  It  is  generally  considered  that  at  least  70% 
protection  of  pre-school  children  is  necessary  before  it  can  be  hoped 
to  stamp  out  the  disease. 

The  aim,  therefore,  should  be  the  primary  immunisation  (2  injec¬ 
tions)  of  all  pre-school  children  within  their  first  two  years,  followed 
(as  the  effects  of  this  course  tends  to  wear  off  after  a  few  years)  by  a 
“  re-inforcing  ”  or  “  booster  ”  injection  at  school  entrance  age  (5 
years). 

Facilities  for  Primary  Immunisation  are  available  at  Infant  Welfare 
Clinics.  Arrangements  for  booster  doses  can  be  made  through  the 
Schools.  Both  Primary  and  Booster  injections  can  be  carried  out  by 
the  child’s  own  doctor.

No  action  was  found  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention 
of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  in  connection  with  persons  suffer¬ 
ing  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk  trade,  or  under 
Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  which  deals  with  the 
compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis.

The  Parishes,  of  Kimbolton  (with  Stonely),  Catworth,  Tilbrook, 
Covington,  Stow  Longa,  together  with  Hargrave-in-Oundle  and 
Thrapston  Rural  District  are  supplied  from  Kimbolton  Regional  Water 
Scheme;  the  water  for  which  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  Raunds 
(Northants)  Urban  District. 

The  water  is  of  good  quality  and  the  quantity  is  sufficient  for  the 
requirements  of  the  parishes  concerned. 

Stow  Longa  is  an  addition  to  this  scheme  since  last  year’s  report. 

The  Parish  of  Great  Gransden  is  supplied  with  water  purchased  in 
bulk  from  South  Cambridgeshire  Rural  District  Council;  the  water  is 
of  good  quality,  and  the  quantity  has  been  sufficient  for  the  require¬ 
ments. 

This  scheme  is  at  present  being  extended  to  form  a  piped  water 
supply  to  Waresley,  where  the  supply  is  at  present  by  means  of  wells, 
and  to  Abbotsley  where  the  existing  piped  supply  has  proved  inade.- 
quate. 

It  is  expected  that  these  extensions  wdll  be  completed  early  in  1948.

This  supply  to  this  parish  is  an  addition  since  last  year’s  report. 

The  Buckden  Regional  Water  Scheme  has  been  so  far  completed  as 
to  allovv  a  temporary  supply  of  water  to  be  made  available  and  so  to 
discontinue  water  carting.  The  supply  at  present  is  by  means  of 
thirteen  temporary  public  standpipes  and  is  available  only  during 
certain  periods  of  the  day.  The  water  is  pumped  from  the  newly 

ta°nLTtterdro^erVT  at  Buckd^n  Wood>  to  two  small  slightly  elevated 
tanks  at  Grafham  by  means  of  a  small  petrol-driven  pump,  which  is 
worked  for  two  periods  daily,  Sundays  included. 

Schemes  for  providing  piped  water  supplies  are  in  course  of  con¬ 
struction  as  follows  :  —

The  works  completed  to  date  on  this  scheme  are  mains  laid  and 
tested  in  the  Parishes  of  Diddmgton,  Buckden,  part  of  Southoe,  part 
of  Little  Paxton,  Offord  D’Arcy  and  Offord  Clunv,  and  Grafham  and 
the  construction  of  the  reinforced  concrete  reservoir  at  Buckden  Wood. 
The  portion  of  works  in  operation  are  :  — 

1  he  works  at  source,  i.e.,  the  well,  the  pumping  plant  filters  and 
hypo-chlormators,  which  are  operated  mainly  to  supply  some  60,000 
gallons  of  water  per  day  to  the  Polish  Camp  at  Diddington  Park,  the 
main  between  the  works  at  source  and  the  new  reservoir  and  the 
mams  from  this  reservoir  to  Grafham  to  provide  Grafham  temporarv 
supply.

(Great  Gransden  Scheme). 

WATER  CARTING. 

This  department  has  been  responsible  for  carting  supplies  of  drink¬ 
ing  water  to  the  following  parishes  :  — 

Toseland,  Yelling  and  part  of  Buckden. 

It  is  intended  to  erect  temporary  public  standpipes  in  these  districts 
and  discontinue  carting  water  as  soon  as  mains  have  been  laid,  tested 
and  washed  out.

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

There  is  little  to  add  to  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s  remarks  on 
page  (11)  except  to  reaffirm  the  urgent  necessity  of  efficient  drainage 
and  sewerage  disposal  systems  in  villages  to  be  served  by  main  water. 


HOUSING. 

The  situation  is  very  adequately  summarised  by  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  (page  11).  I  would  make  special  reference  to  his  suggestion 
for  smaller  houses  at  lower  rents.  If  this  idea  is  feasible  economic¬ 
ally,  I  suggest  that  it  should  be  pursued. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Routine  visits  of  inspection  in  connection  with  this  work  have  been 
carried  out  :  — 


Milk. — Many  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  are  not  up  to  a  satisfactory 
standard  of  construction,  especially  as  regards  lighting,  ventilation, 
drainage  and  cleanliness.  Clean  milk  should  be  the  aim  of  all  milk 
producers.  Help  towards  this  end  will  be  found  in  the  near  future  in 
the  provision  of  main  water  supplies  to  the  majority  of  farms.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  milk  producers  will  attempt  to  bring  their  premises 
up  to  the  standard  of  the  latest  cowsheds  and  dairies  erected  in  the 
district  during  the  last  two  years,  which  are  a  credit  to  the  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  their  owners  with  our  Sanitary  Inspector. 


Difficulty  arises  out  of  the  knowledge  that  milk  production  will 
eventually  leave  our  hands  for  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  but  it  is 
hoped  that  much  improvement  will  be  achieved  before  this  happens.

HOUSING  INSPECTION. 

,  .  The,  difficulties  of  shortage  of  building  materials  and  labour  con¬ 
tinued  to  be  evident  during  the  year,  and  consequently  all  efforts  were 
directed  touards  increasing  the  housing  pool  rather  than  concentrating 
upon  repairs.  Urgent  repairs  only  were  dealt  with  by  notices  or 
building  licences. 

”^d?re  Progress  was  made  on  the  Rural  Housing  Survey,  and  a 
further  242  houses  were  inspected  and  recorded  in  detail  for  future 
action.  As  pointed  out  in  previous  reports  the  standard  of  the  exist¬ 
ing  houses  gives  cause  for  concern.  1  he  major  defects  being  those  set 
out  m  the  Report  for  1946. 

At  the  end  of  1947,  889  houses  were  classified  under  the  Survey  as

POST-WAR  HOUSING. 


376  visits  were  made  during  the  year  mainly  in  connection  with  the 
supervision  of  new  house  building,  construction  of  roads,  sewers,  etc. 
The  Council  now  have  obtained  18  housing  sites  scattered  about  their 
23  parishes.  Four  of  these  permanent  sites  and  three  temporary  sites 
have  been  fully  developed,  and  work  is  in  hand  for  two  further  per¬ 
manent  sites.  Tenders  for  a  further  two  permanent  site  development 
works  are  awaiting  Ministry  approval. 

At  the  end  of  1947,  the  Council  had  completed  their  20  temporary 
houses  at  Little  Paxton  and  Kimbolton,  and  ten  huts  on  the  disused 
W.A.A.F.  site,  Kimbolton.  Two  further  huts  on  the  W.A.A.F.  site 
should  be  ready  early  in  1948.  No  permanent  Council  houses  were 
completed  during  the  year,  but  the  following  were  under  construc¬

In  addition,  at  the  year  end,  negotiations  were  taking  place  with 
builders  for  the  erertion  of  6  Airevs  at  Grafham,  6  Airevs  at  Hail 
Weston.  4  Airevs  at  Little  Paxton  and  6  further  traditional  houses  at 
Gt.  Paxton. 

I  am  firmly  convinced  that  a  larger  proportion  of  anv  new  houses 
should  be  of  the  smaller  tvpe.  Many  families  cannot  afford  the  rents 
of  larger  houses  and  the  Rural  Housinrr  Survev  shows  a  preponder¬ 
ance  of  small  families,  principally  of  older  people  where  no  increase 
in  the  size  of  the  family  can  be  anticipated. 
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Four  new  private  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  and  a 
number  of  conversions  were  started. 


For  almost  three  months  severe  weather,  including  snow  and  floods, 
seriously  interfered  with  progress.

BUILDING  LICENCES. 

•  245  'lien?GS  w?-re  granted  during  1947.  Much  time  is  taken  in  deal¬ 
ing  with  these  licences  and  in  advising  the  Ministry  of  Works  on 
other  licences  to  the  detriment  of  normal  work.  Difficulty  has  been 
experienced  in  keeping  licences  within  the  Ministry’s  ceiling  quota 
due  to  the  poor  condition  of  property  in  the  area.  Many  villages  are 
being  provided  with  electricity  mains  and  water  mains  for  the  first 
time  and  wherever  possible  it  has  been  the  Council’s  policy  to  grant 
licences  foi  the  provision  of  these  services  in  the  premises.  The  water 
mams  have  created  further  problems  in  that  drainage  arrangements 
have  m  most  cases  also  been  rendered  necessary.  It  is  a  cause  of 
annoyance  to  leceive  copies  of  licences  granted  by  the  Ministry  of 
YV  orks  two  or  three  months  after  they  are  issued,  especially  when  the 
labour  (building)  involved  could  have  been  better  used  by  someone 
possessing  local  knowledge. 

SEWERS  AND  DISPOSAL. 

No  change  has  taken  place  during  the  vear.  The  Ministry’s  appro¬ 
val  to  the  Kimbolton-Great  Staughton  and  Buckden-Offord  Schemes  is 
still  awaited.  The  problems  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  will  be 
acute  when  the  new  water  mains  are  brought  into  full  use,  and  it  will 
be  regretted  if  the  economic  situation  will  not  permit  this  capital 
expenditure  to  be  incurred. 

11  piped  sewers  and  6  open  ditches  received  attention  during  1947 
WATER  SUPPLY. 

In  view  of  the  position  with  regard  to  the  Housing  Survey  and  the 
laying  of  new  water  mains  it  is  not  possible  to  give  accurate  informa¬ 
tion  yet  as  to  the  number  of  houses  served  by  standpipes  or  direct  to 
the  houses. .  By  the  end  of  1948  the  present  fluid  situation  should  be 
more  stabilised  and  the  required  information  readily  obtainable. 

Samples  of  water  submitted  to  bacteriological  examination  during 
the  year  gave  results  as  follows  :  — 

Gt.  Paxton  Water  Scheme,  31.3.47,  satisfactory. 

Buckden  Towers  Camp,  28.5.47,  two  samples  both  satisfactory. 

Hill  Top  Farm,  Yelling,  five  unsatisfactory  samples  and  one 
satisfactory  sample  of  water  carted  for  dairy  purposes.  The 
cause  is  thought  to  have  been  a  dirty  hosepipe — samples  taken 
at  various  dates. 

Highfield  Farm,  Southoe,  6.6.47,  unsatisfactory.  No  alternative 
supply;  occupier  advised  to  boil  water. 

Tetworth  Hill  Cottages,  6.8.47,  unsatisfactory,  well  cleansed. 

W  ingate’s,  Little  Paxton,  28.10.47,  unsatisfactory,  newly-dug  well, 
public  main  to  be  substituted  shortly. 

Generally  speaking,  the  water  supplies  to  the  various  parishes  re¬ 
mains  as  set  out  in  the  Report  for  1945,  page  8,  except  that  main  water 
is  now  supplied  to  Stow  Longa.  The  Buckden  Regional  and  the 
Abbotsley  Waresley  Water  Schemes  were  in  progress  but  not  com¬ 
pleted  during  the  year.  During  the  year  the  Council  decided  not  to 
repair  village  pumps  in  future  where  main  water  is  available. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING. 

The  Council  arrange  for  this  work  to  be  done  by  private  contractor 
at  the  apnlicant’s  expense.  34  private  and  7  public  cesspools  were 
emptied  during  the  year. 

PUBLIC  BUILDINGS. 

30  buildings  were  surveyed  during  the  year  under  Section  59  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  as  to  means  of  exit.  In  3  cases  the  Council 
decided  that  the  existing  means  were  inadequate  and  informal  action 
was  taken  accordingly.  The  Council  also  decided  to  make  applica¬ 
tion  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  permission  to  adopt  Part  IV  of  the 
P.H.  Amendment  Act,  1890. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Refuse  is  still  colleced  fortnightly  over  the  whole  of  the  area  of 
81  square  miles  (weekly  in  Kimbolton  and  Buckden,  the  two  larger 
parishes).  During  the  year  it  was  found  possible  to  increase  from  10 
to  17  the  number  of  villages  where  nightsoil  is  collected.  I  am 
grateful  for  the  excellent  co-operation  of  the  workmen,  in  spite  of  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  sufficient  civilian  labour — 2  P.  of  W.  are  still 
on  loan  to  the  Council.  All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tip¬ 
ping  on  two  sites.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  were  negotiating 
for  possession  of  a  further  tip  at  Little  Paxton.  Trouble  has  been 
experienced  with  the  disposal  of  refuse  from  the  6th  Polish  Military 
Hospital  and  strong  action  has  had  to  be  taken  with  the  authorities. 

SALVAGE. 

Salvage  collection  in  this  area  presents  a  difficult  problem  without 
the  complication  of  public  apathy  and  hence  the  amount  collected  is 
small  : — Wastepaper  almost  4  tons,  rags  2  cwts.  plus  misc.  items — 
Total  value  .£18. 

In  addition  to  this  service  a  local  dealer,  boy  scouts,  girl  guides, 
etc.,  collect  a  large  amount  of  salvage  direct  and  hence  the  total 
amount  of  salvage  collected  in  the  area  is  not  accurately  known. 

COUNCIL  HOUSE  MAINTENANCE. 

372  visits  were  made  and  282  orders  issued  for  repairs.  The  remarks 
in  the  1946  Report  continue  to  apply,  and  many  improvements  should 
be  made  in  the  future.  Three  schemes  of  improvements  were  in  hand 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  will  be  carried  out  if  the  necessary  loans 
can  be  raised. 

PETROLEUM  STORAGE  LICENCES. 

Two  new  applications  were  received  during  the  year  and  there  are 
now  23  premises  on  the  register.  23  licences  were  issued. 

RATS  AND  MICE. 

The  scheme  set  out  in  the  Reports  for  1945  and  1946  still  operates. 
Difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  treating  properties  on  the  fringes  of 
agricultural  land  and  it  is  hoped  that  now  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
have  assumed  responsibility  for  this  service  that  better  co-operation 


will  be  attained.

MOVABLE  DWELLINGS. 

Three  continued  to  be  licensed  during  the  year  subject  to  the  usual 
conditions.  No  cause  for  complaint  was  noted. 

NEW  BUILDINGS. 

53  plans  of  new  buildings  or  alterations  were  deposited.  Permis¬ 
sion  under  the  Planning  Scheme  was  refused  in  two  cases,  and  in  one 
case  the  application  was  first  refused  under  Building  Byelaws  and 
then  granted  after  alterations  had  been  made  to  the  proposal.  Some 
of  these  proposals  have  not  been  proceeded  with  to  date.  84  visits 
have  been  made  to  work  in  progress. 

FOODS. 

One  shop  has  been  registered  for  the  sale  of  pre-packed  ice  cream. 
It  has  not  been  possible  during  the  year  to  check  up  on  all  premises 
which  ought  to  be  registered  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  owing  to 
other  more  urgent  duties.  Two  further  applications  were  made  for 
registration,  but  the  applicants  have  not  proceeded  with  the  necessary 
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work  and  the  premises  are  therefore  not  yet  registered.  All  slaughter- 
ing  still  takes  place  at  the  Centre  situated  in  the  Urban  District. 
Duiing  the  year  29  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  examination 
of  food  which  the  owners  wished  to  surrender  as  unfit  for  consump¬ 
tion  and  214  lbs.  of  tinned  foods  were  condemned,  and  in  addition 
the  following  foods  were  condemned— 430  lbs.  bread,  1  cwt.  dog 
biscuits,  11  lbs.  of  sweets  and  chocolates,  16  lbs.  frozen  beef,  18  lbs. 
sugar,  12  lbs.  sausage  meat  and  If  cwts.  biscuit  powder.  Total  1,009 
lbs. 

MILK. 

The  remarks  in  the  1945  Report  still  apply  although  in  a  few  cases 
substantial  improvements  have  been  made  in  some  dairy  premises.  .  It 
is  with  regret  that  I  have  not  on  all  occasions  agreed  with  the  advice 
given  to  dairy  farmers  on  the  construction  of  buildings,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  a  joint  meeting  between  the  Agricultural  Executive 
Committee,  the  County  Council  and  the  Rural  District  Council  was 
pending  in  order  to  improve  co-operation.  One  retailer  was  cautioned 
during  the  year  for  filling  milk  bottles  in  the  street— a  very  unhygienic 
practice  which  must  be  stopped.  17  samples  of  milk  were  submitted 
to  bacteriological  examination  during  the  year  and  11  of  these  were 
reported  as  unsatisfactory.  These  cases  were  followed  up  and  the 
necessary  advice  given.  Three  supplementary  special  designation 
licences  were  renewed  during  the  year.  Three  churn  rinsings  were 
reported  on  as  satisfactory  bacteriologically.
